noou, and were met by the Goveruo/ 
and a reception committee with proper 
escort and conveyances. A fovr miuiitas' 
drivo brought the party to the Fair 
gronivls, itnd as the head of the lino 
tiled iuto the main entrance a Presiden- 
tial salute was fired. Inside tha gutes, 
drawn Tip eight in a line, ware tho mili- 
tary, among thorn a battalion of colored 
troops. 
A.3 tha carriage bearing tho 


Pruaidenl and Cabinet officers p'i=sed, 
the military remained at "present." 


The 
Presiduut, taking the arm of 


Governor Leo, made his way cheered 
by the shouts of ten thousand voices, to 
tho veranda of tha office build'ng and 
faoad the thiong. 
Governor La* iu o 


brief speech extended the welcome of 
the commonwealth of Virginia to tho 
President, wbo replied iu a voice loud 
enough to be hiard upon the borders of 
the great throng. 


The President spoke as follows: 
Fellow citizens of Virginia, while I 


thuuk you rnofit sincerely for your kind 
recaption, aud recognize iu its hearti- 
ness the hospitality for w<Koh the peo- 
ple of Virginia hava nhvay bsau distin- 
guished, I am fully nwara that your 
demonstration of welcome is tendered 
not to an individual, but to an inoum- 
bgnt of the office which crowns the 
Government of the United States, The 
State of Virginia, tha Mother of Presi- 
dents, gevan of whose sons have filled 
tho high office, to-day greets a Prosi- 
dent who, for the first time, meets Vir- 
ginians upon Virginia's noil. I congrat- 
ulate myself that my first introduction 
to the people of Virginia occurs at a lime 
when they are surrounded by the exhib- 
its of the productiveness and prosperity 
of their Stato. 


Whatever there may be of honor in 


her history, aud however much of prida 
there may be in her traditions, her true 
greatness is hero exemplified. 
In our 


sisterhood of Stales, tha leading aud 
most commanding place nuist be g dii 
and kept by that commonwealth which 
by the labor aud intelligence of her citi 
zens can produce meat of'thsse things 
which meot tho necessities of mankind. 
But the full advantage of I h i t which 
may be yielded to a State by toil uud 
the ingenuity of her peoplp, is not 
measured alone by the money value of 
the products. The efforts and' struggles 
of her farmers and artisans not only 
oreute new Talnos in the field of agri- 
culture and iu the arts and manufac- 
tures, but thsy, at the same time, pro- 
duce rugged, self-reliant aud iudcpend 
sut men, and cultivate that product 
which more than, all others ennoble* a 
State—practical, fiarusst American citi- 
zenship. This will flourish iu evory 
part of the American domau. Neither 
drouth nor rain can injure it, for it takes 
root in true hearts reached by love of 
country. 


There are no now varieties in this 


prodnotiou. It must bo Ihn same wher- 
ever neec, and its quality is naver suuud 
nor genuine unless it ^rows to bsdack 
an entire aud united nation, nor unless 
it supports aud sustains tbf> institutions 
and Government founded 
to protect 


American liberty and happiness. The 
present administration of the Govern- 
ment ia pledged to return for such hus- 
bandry not .only promises but actual 
tenders of firmness and justice, with 
equal protection and full participation 
in national achievements. 


If in the past we have be.au estranged 


and tho cultivation of American citizen- 
ship been interrupted, your enthusiastic 
welcome of to-day decconstnUes that 
there is an end to the «str.iugements, 
and that the time of suspicion and fear 
is succeeded by an era of faith and con- 
fidence. In such a kindly atmosphere 
and beneath such cheering skins, I greet 
the people of Virginia as co-iuborers in 
the field where grows lovn nf our owa 
united country. God grunt, that in 
yaais to come, Virginia, the Old Domin- 
ion, the Mother of Presidents, she who 
looked on the nation at its birthday, 
may not only increase her trophies of 
growth in agriculture aud manufactures, 
but that she may bo among the first of 
all the State* in the bold station of true 
American citizenship. 


The President was frequently inter- 


rupted by hearty applause, end when he 
concluded the immense concourse nf 
people joined in a perfect ovation of 
cheers.

'he speeches, and received much ap- 
plause. 


J. L. Campbell, Chairman of the 


meeting, introduced the Hon. Henry 
-Rolfn, of Virginia, as the first speaker. 
Mr. liolfe's remarks were introductory, 
but practical and good. Ho spoke of 
the R?publiean party us the party of 
progress, and could seo no reason why 
men of square, commsu scnso and hon- 
est, patriotic seutirnsnts could belong 
to auy other party. It was tha party 
which has always protected the iater- 
usts of the laboring classes, as well as 
the best intersnts of tho country gener- 
ally, and preserved the integrity of tho 
nation. Mr. Eolle's remarks were re- 
ceived with frequent applause. 


Senator Jones was iieit presented. 


He needed no introduction, for every- 
body knew him, of conrso. 
He was iu 


no condition to speak, but when he 
faced n Silver Uity audience it reminded 
tho auditors of tb» past when ho was 
uArrisd on their abouldnrs to victory 
und ha folt that he mast allow his heart, 
to express itself in language.

silver. 


President Cleveland has done his best 
against the coiuago of mlver, and he 
could not see how the Democratic plat- 
form, iu this State especially, could in- 
dorse him. 
In choosing a President, 


his qualifications should bu an carefully 
considered sat in choosing a superintend- 
ent of a mine. 
And BO, too, in the 


choice of a representative in the halls of 
the nation. The roan should be elected 
who cau present the claims of the peo- 
ple in the most satisfactory and con- 
vincing way, and with the most ability. 


Mr. Jones handled the tariff question 


in a masterly manner, showing up Cos- 
sidy's aophistrics therein clearly »aud 
amusingly. He believed that the lands, 
the waters, the mines and other proper- 
ties of tha nation belonged to the peo- 
pl« of the nation, and the rights of the 
working people should be respected and 
protected above all others. 
We say to 


the shoemakers of Europe: 
"We, too, 


have shoemakers, and they like Ilia 
sweets and solace of civilized socioty; 
yon can make your shoes at starvation 
rules, but you Khali uot send them here 
to take the broad out of the mouths of 
our people." We will protect our home 
iiidn«trinB, and make auch laws as will 
insura the protection. There is little 
need of protection against camel's hair 
or cashinerw shawls, as there arc no 
manufacturies of them in this country. 


Mr. Stewart followed in a very prac- 


tical address, financial, statistical and 
otherwise, 
vindicating his legislative 


course iu this State aud in Washington 
and replying forcibly and satisfactorily 
to the gross slandom and falsehoods of 
ths newspaper mnd-slingers who have 
HO assiduously attacked him during the 
present campaign. 


The moating closed with three rous- 


ing cheersi for the Republican party.
